COTTONSEED  REVIEW  -  SOUTHVffiSTERN  AREA 


November  15,  1951 


The  movement  of  cottonseed  to  crushing  mills  increased  during  the  past  week  as  near  ideal  harvest- 
ing weather  conditions  prevailed  in  western  Texas,    In  Oklahoma  light,  misty  rains  sieved  the  move- 
ment down  for  a  short  time  but  open  weather  returned  the  first  of  this  week  and  harvest  was  again 
making  good  progress.    All  available  labor  is  being  used  but  the  supply  was  not  adequate  for  the 
demand,    A  few  mechanical  strippers  have  been  put  into  operation  but  in  most  places  the  leaves  have 
not  fallen  off  the  plants  and  the  strippers  can  not  operate  successfully. 

Cottonseed  prices  in  Texas  for  wagon  lot  seed  f,o,b,  the  gins  this  week  averaged  $77.90  per  ton 
which  was  about  unchanged  from  last  week's  average  price  of  $77,80  per  ton.    In  Oklahoma  this  week 
gin  yard  prices  increased  slightly,  with  an  average  price  of  $77,50  per  ton  compared  to  $76,30  per 
ton  last  week.    On  the  corresponding  date  one  year  ago  the  average  gin  yard  price  in  Texas  wd,s 
$100,90  per  ton  and  in  Oklahoma  $97,70  per  ton  while  two  years  ago  the  average  Texas  price  was 
$43,50  per  ton  and  Oklahoma,  price  was  $43,30  per  ton. 

The  quality  of  cottonseed  continued  to  be  excellent,  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  average  grade 
in  Oklahoma  this  week.    In  Texas  the  average  grade  was  104,0  which  was  unchanged  from  last  week. 
The  average  grade  in  Oklahoma  this  week  was  102„0  compared  to  101,5  last  week,    A  very  few  discounts 
for  excess  foreign  matter  and  moisture  were  noted  on  the  certificates  received  from  licensed 
chemists  and  most  of  these  were  on  seed  from  early  producing  sections  of  the  area.    The  oil  content 
continued  to  be  very  good. 

This  week  oil  mill  prices  (as  is  and  basis  grade)  were  unchanged  from  last  week,  Texas  mills  were 
generally  quoting  cottonseed  at  $82,00  per  ton  while  in  Oklahoma  mill  prices  ra.nged  from  $82,00  to 
$85,00  per  ton.    Cottonseed  meal  in  the  Dallas  mrket  was  quoted  at  $67.00  per  ton. 

The  sampling  and  grading  of  cottonseed  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Production  and  Marketing 
Administration.
